Four interesting letters from local 


boys in the U. S. army arc published 
below. 
Three of them were received 


from France while the fourth was 
written at Carnp Merritt, N. J. 
The 
letters are typically Yankee and tend 
to show the' excellent spirit of the 
boye both in "France and in train- 
ing camps in this country. 
The flrst letter was written by Pri- 
vate Floyd Selok, a former Hanover 
boy, from Camp Merritt, while the 
second one-was received from Private 
C. G. Oellerlch, fornrerly of Janes- 
ville. 
The third 
was 
written 
by 
Thomas- Condon from France, while 
the fourth was received 
from Lieut. 
George McLean, who lived in Janes- 
•vill at one ttm-e but was a resident of 
Rockford prior to his enlistment. The 
letters follow: 
I'>om Tony belck, 
"Camp Merritt, N. J., 
Sept 
19, 


IBIS—Dear Mother: We started from 
Camp Grant at 10 a. m. Tuesday, 
Bept. 17. We got to Chicago at 1 p. 
m. We waited three hours there. The 
Red Cross la.dies passed chocolate and 
cigarettes around to the entire train- 
load of soldiers, about 500 in all. 
%Ve 
had twelve coafched, one baggage and 
one cook car. The chocolate bar was 
flne. I am sending you the wrap- 
per home as a souvenir, as it is a 
regular Red Cross canteen wrapper. 
Such things will be highly prized by 
the soldiers some day, as we will have 
something to remind us of the occa- 
sion. The Red Cross women were all 
dressed alike, with dark blue dresses 
trimmed with white, and a red cross 
and blue straw hats. 
We gave our 


yell several times, and just before we 
left the Red Cross gave us cards on 
•which we stamped and wrote a lew 
lines to gave to them to mail. I don t 
know If I ever told you what our yell 
is. 
It Is this: 
"Rah, Rah. U. S. A. 
A-m-e-r-i-c-a! Rah Rah Rah,, 36th 
Medical."

"We 1-eft Chicago at 4 p. m. Ham- 


mond, Ind., was the first town we 
struck. 
We went 
through 
Crown 
Point, Rochester and Huntington. 
I 
had gone to bed in an upper berth, 
but went down. We stopped about an 
hour at Huntington. 
We sang some 


of our war songs and yells: There 
was a crowd at the depot. 
1 awoke 


about 6 Wednesday morning, our time 
that was correct at Camp Grant, one 
hour slow by this time; they 
or- 
dered all watches set ahead one hour. 
At Warren, Ohio, we stopped a few 
minutes. A lady brought a bis pan ol 
cookies and passed them around and 
then went back and got a basket or 
eranes for us. The next large city was 
Youngstown. 
We saw 
some 
large 


steel works there; we passed some 
of them and could see the men work- 
ing, as they had no sides around their 
furnaces. 
Sharon, Pa., was, the next 


town of any size. 
Most of the east- 
ern Ohio and 
western Pennsylvania 


towns are mining and steel-working 
towns. We reached Meadville Pa 
at 


1 T> m. and marched around the city 
fo?'exercise. Wo gave our yell and 
gang as usual, and soon were given 
rout step. 
In rout step we can talk 


and do not have to keep step.

"Wo reached the New York state 


line at 6 p. m. 
Jamestown was the 


first town of any size we came to. The 
corn was all frozen there. At 1 p.m. 
we <rot to Salmaca. N. Y. It is a live, 
patriotic town. 
The Red Cross gave 
each of us an Ice cream cone, maga- 
ztn.", and cigarettes to those who use 
them 
W-e were stopped about an 
hour" 
we enjoyed this stop more 
than any other. We sure had a good 
time all the way. We traveled all 
the way in real Pullman tourist caib. 
On Wednesday night I was rear guard 
on our car.
